AFFECTING INCIDENT. 

At alate meeting of the Seamen’s Friend 
Society, the Rev. Leigh Richmond 1s said

peculiar interest. recollect the time when 
one young man went to sea, whose feelings 
| were ill-suited to all the contingencies of a 
,seafaring life. I remember that the time 
| came, when it was said that the vessel had 
| been wrecked, and he was dead; and no in- 
i timation had reached the ears of his affec- 
| tionate parents of any caanze to his views as 
to the things of God. And | remember 
{the time when that young man was so far 
restored again to his family, that although 
they saw him not, they heard that he had 
been saved from the shipwreck. The 
young man too was found by God, and in 
the midst of the ocean, with the Bible only, 
which his father on parting had put into his 
hand. The Bible was blessed to his soul 
in the midst of the carnal companions with 
whom he was surrounded. The means of 
grace without any human instruction, were 
made effectual to his soul. And at length, 
in sailing from port to port, there were 
those who became acquainted with his in- 
teresting state, and lent him the helping hand 
‘as to the concerns of the soul. ‘The time 
came when that young man, who had been 
| a foe to religion, lifted up in the Bay of Gib- 
l raltar, at his mast head,a Bethel Flag, and

INTERESTING STORY. 
The W , a vessel of upwards of 400 
tons, was freighted from Liverpool for a 
trading voyage up the Mediterranean .sea. 
[ was intimately acquainted with the cap- 
tain’s nephew, an accomplished young man, 
of handsome person, but alas! a willing 
victim at the shrine of pleasure. He had 
shipped himself for the voyage as steward. 
When leaving Liverpool I put into his 
hands a small bundle of tracts, and, in proof 
of inis esteem for me, he promised to read 
them at his leisure, and likewise to distri- 
bute some among the ship’s company. Not 
| an individual, from the captain to the cabin- 
boy, had the least sense of religion, nor do 
I believe they hada Bible or Testament on 
board. On the return of the vessel, about 
12 months afterwards, as soon as my young 
friend could step on shore, he paid me the 
first visit. On my saluting him with, ‘* Well, 
what cheer, my lad?” he answered, (at 
the same time the tears trembling in his 
eyes.) ‘* Through the mercy of God, I am 
well, and the whole ship’s crew.” Sur- 
prised at hearing a strain of pious gratitude 
flow from those lips which formerly were 
seldom opened except! to pollute them with 
profane conversation, I said, ‘* William, 
what has produced this change in your look, 
your address, your language? “How is it 
that you acknowledge it is of the Lord’s 
mercies that you are not consumed?” 
‘* Sir,”? said he, ‘1 will relate particulars 
—you recollect, on my taking leave of you, 
you placed in my hand a small parcel of 
tracts, and I promised to read them: this I 
have done. On leaving the port we had a 
favourable wind through the Channel; the 
wind then chopped round direct in our 
teeth. We had to contend with light, con- 
trary winds till we entered the Gut of 
Gibraltar. During this part of our voyage 
[ had little or no opp-rtunity to read ‘le 
tracts. Idi on the first Sabbath turn them 
over, and put a few in my pocket, and oc- 
casionally taking one out, gave it a sneering 
glance, and then handed it to one of the boys 
or men, with a smile of ridicule. On passing 
the Gut, we had a tedious though pleasant 
voyage to Smyrna.

I just then 
put my hand in my j icket pocket, and feel- 
ing some paper, took it out, and it proved 
to be a tract—* The Swearer’s Prayer. 
I read it aloud, in the hearing of the whole 
of the crew, and 1 suppose much of the 
tincture of my feelings was mixed with my 
‘tone of voice. When I had read it, acu- 
| rious kind of silence ensued; not one of 
| us felt inclined to raise his eyes from what 
| they were fixed upon, fearing to meet the

| said, ‘Jack, suppose we hand up a prayer 
| to God fo forgiveness. Mr. William, you 
| have had more learning than we, you can 
| make a prayer.’ Als! I had never pray- 
ed; I could only sigh; | really thought my 
heart would burst. O, how dreadful did 
sin appear! One of the men then broke 
the silence of grief. With his arms across 
his breast, and the tears of penitential sor-

We, last week, inserted the interesting Address of 
the Executive Committee of this Society. We now 
present those interested in the cause of Tracts, with 
the Constitution recommended for adoption by 
Auxiliary Societies, <ccompanied by various uotices 


exp'anatory of the same, and of the general plan of 
the Society's operations. P 





Constitution of an Auziliary Tract Society. 


Article 1. This Society shall be called 
‘Tae Avuxtmiary Tract Sociery oF 
;”’ the object of which 

shall be to promote the’ interests of evan 
gelical religion and sound morality in this 
vicinity, by the circulation of Religious 
Tracts, and to aid the Amertcan Tract 
SocreTy, instituted at New-York in 1825, 
in extending its operations in destitute parts 
of the United States, and of other countries. 

irticle 2, Each subscriber of one cent a 
week, or fifty cents a year, shall be a 
member, 

Article 3. Members of the Society shall 
be entitled to receive Tracts, at reduced 
prices, to the amount of one half of their 
subscriptions. One fourth part of the an- 
nual receipts of the Society (deducting the 
necessary incidental expenses,) shall be 
transmitted to the Treasurer of the Pareut 
Institution. The remainder of the funds 
shall be at the disposal of the Executive 
Committee of the Auxiliary, to be appro- 
priated either in procuring Tracts to be 
distributed among the members of the So- 
ciety, or gratuitously among the destitute. 
or in establishing a Depo-itory for the sale 
of Practs ; or in aid of the funds of the 
Parent Society, or of the cause of Tracts 
in such other way as the Committee shall 
judge most useful, 

Article 4. The Society shall hold its an- 
nual meeting on the first Monday in 
when a President, Secretary, and Trea- 
surer, shall be chosen, who together shall 
constitute an Executive Committee to con- 
duct the business of the Society. 

Article 5, ‘The Secretary shall record the 
proceedings of the Society and of the Exe- 
cutive Committee, condact the correspond- 
ence, and prepare the Annual Report. 

Article 6. The Treasurer, who shall at 
every quarterly meeting of the Executive 
Co. «mittee, report the state of the funds. 
shall be the Agent of the Society ; and wit! 
such assistance as the Executive Com 
mittee may provide, shall, as far as practi- 
cable, give to all within the sphere of the 
Seciet\’s operations an opportunity to be 
come members, shall collect the subscrip-

established. 

Article 7. The Executive Committee 
shall meet for business quarterly fe m the 
day of the annual meeting, and oftener if 
ecessary. They shall take all practicable 
neasares for mereasing the efficiency and 
xtending | .e uselulness of the Society and 
the Parent Institution. They shall ap- 
point such persons as they think proper. in 
the various disiricts where the Soci y is 
intended to operate, to be Assistunta of the | 
Agent, in obtaining and collecting <ubserip- ' 
tions and distrivating the Tracts. They | 
shall encourage the circulation of the Ame- 
rican Tract Magazine and Christian Alma- 
nac, the formation of other Auxilisries in 
places adjacent, the constituting of life 
members or Directors of the Parent Inati- 
tution: and shall communicate to tts Cor- 
responding Secretary a notice of the forma- 
tion of thts Society, and of the Constitution 
adopted, a list of the officers annually elect- 
ed, such instances of the usefulness ‘of 
Tracts as come to their knowledge, and 
all other intelligence which may be calcu- 
lated to promote the cause of Tracts. 

Article 8. All meetings of the Society, 
and of the Executive Committee, shall be 
opened by prayer.

CHRISTIAN BENEVOLENCE. 

I know that it is thought strange that men, 
who by nature are doomed to laborious em- 
ployments, should aspire to any thing more 
than to move onin their quiet and unob- 
trusive sphere to the grave, but this is a 
vulgar error. Examples, | repeat it, of 
even heroic virtue, are not only as fre- 
quently, but more frequently, found in that 
class, than in others. It results partially 
from this ; their whole lives are lives of 
Jabour and of self-denial ; and in that class 
resides the health, the vigour, and the mus- 
cular energy of the state. Charles [loward 
was some time since employed with his 
dray on one of the wharves in this city, 
when a little boy, standing on the pier- 
beams, slipped and fell backwarils into the 
water, and was borne down by the rapidity 
of the tide.—While the fellow-labourers of 
Charles were gazing in stupid astonishment 
at the incident, he plunged into the water, 
swam after the boy and brought him safe 
and triumphantly to land, notwithstanding he 
had sunken twice in the watery element. 
Having delivered his helpless charge into 
the hands of one who knew the boy, and 
who promised to see him safe in the care 
of his parents, Charles resumed his labours 
at the dray, as if this was nothing but a mat- 
ter of every day occurrence. On his re- 
turn to his own house, his humid appear- 
ance excited surprize, and an abundance of 
questions were asked by the family, what 
accideat had occurred, to which he gave 
vague and unsatisfactory answers, and pass- 
ed it off as a subject beneath their inguiry. 
Finding that such interrogatories were not 
answered, they ceased from farther ques- 
tion. Abouta fortnight after this, the dray- 
man, on his retura home, was astonished to 
find three persons awaiting his arrival, all 
of whom were strangeis to him—consisting 
ofaman, his wife and alittle boy. That is 
the man—father, that is the man, exclaim- 
edthe boy. The father sprung from his 
seat. and with his arms extended around 
theseck of Charles, poured his benedic- 
tions into hisbosom. Come sir, come and 
visit a family which you have save: from de- 
struction—take the blessings of a father and 
amoiher, who but for your intervention, 
would have been overwhelmed in sorrow— 
whose only son you have rescued from the 
wateryelement. This was the first know- 
ledge that the wife and family of Charles 
had of this incident. When the conversa- 
tion turned on the impenetrable silence that 
Charles had preserved on this subject, and 
an explanation was required, he made no 

«ther reply, than to read the four first vers- 
es of the sixth chapter of Matthew. “Take 
heedthat ye do not your alms before men, 
to be seen of them, otherwise ye have no 
reward of, your Father who is in Heaven. 
Therefore, when thou dost thine alms, do 
not sound a trumpet before thee as the 
hypocrites do in the synagogue and in the 
rect g) gprs ge et glory of men, 

you have their re- 
ward. But thou, when thon doest thine 
alms—let not thy left hand, [here Charles 





cast aglance round upon bis family] know 
what thy right-hand doeth, that thine alms 
may be in secret, and thy Father who seeth 
in secret shall reward thee openly.”’—Sat.

Affecting scene in the prison at Newgate. 
—The Rev. Ordinary of Newgate had been 
preaching to the assenthled prisoners, and 
especially to the five convicts * awaiting 











the execution of the law,” an admirable 


sermon from the impressive text—‘* The 


 gacrifices of Gud are a broken heart and a 


| contrite spirit.” 


He had in a most touching manner de- 


| 
| scribed that humility of heart which is al- 
! 


ways attendant on real conviction of guilt : 
| being a thorough change of the heart from 
| its state by nature, rendered averse to any 
‘dependence upon self-righteousness ; but 
| ever most solicitous for mercy. Such a 
Svart is called, in holy Scripture, a sacrifice. 
Sacrifices for sin were, under the Jewish 
law, with the shedding of blood. He then 
pointed his hearers to that great atonement 
which also was with blood-shedding by the 
Saviour of men Chis atonement he urged 
upon the consideration of those criminals 
who were soon to appear beforeGod. The 
sermon was evidently heard with the most 
earnest attention; but when the convict 
Walker arose at its conclusion, and from 
the condemned pew, for nearly ten minutes, 
addressed his fellow prisoners, the entire 
attention was roused, and a deathlike still- 
ness was observable, interrupted only by the 
very frequent sobbings of the female pri- 
soners. 

He commented on the sermon which they 
had all just heard, dwelt much upon the 
special importance which it was to them, 
to have their hearts so changed as to come 
under the description of broken hearts and 
contrite spirits, on account of their sins ; 
reminded them that some of them must very 
svon appear at the bar of God to receive 
eternal judgment. In very forcible terms 
he reminded the prisoners about him (of 
whom upwards of 200 were waiting their 
trials) that in all probability some of them 
might be soon placed in the situation in 
which he then stood. That it would be 
awful in the extreme, if from that situation 
they were to be summoned to the bar of 
God, there to hear that more awful sentence 
—‘* Depart,ye cursed,into everlasting fire !”” 
That on the contrary the broken heart, and 
contrite spirit, would enable them to look 
forward, even to such a disg:aceful end as 
his, with composure, anda ho; e of final 
mercy in another world, 

The effect produced by this unexpected 
and most striking address (of which the 
above is avery imperfect abstract,) deli- 
vered with an energy, and yet with a calm- 
ness truly surprising—was universal. From 
the Rev. Ordinary in the pulpit, and the 
Officers attending their solemn duties in 
their several official capacities, to the ju- 
venile prisoners arranged round the com- 
munion table, there was not a dry eye in the 
whole large assembly.—Evan. Mag. 





PROPOSED NEW UNIVERSITY IN ENGLAND. 
The Prospectus of a London University 
for those who, by conscientious scruples, 
are excluded from those celebrated seats of 
learning, Oxford and Cambridge, having 
been extensively circulated, I beg tosuggest 
the desirableness of attaching to, or incor- 
porating with it, a Missionary College. 

[ am aware that the plan of an Ortental 
Missionary Seminary, connected with the 
importation of Native Teachers from India, 
has been canvassed ; and this plan, only on 
amore enlarged scale, and affording facili- 
ties, if possible, for the attainment of all 
the languages spoken at the stations of all 
the Missionary Societies, aud not identified 
with any one of tiem in particular, but open 
to them all, is what | now propose, as that 
which | think would be ratified by a large 
proportion of the religious public, and 
would I think meet with encouragement 
and support. 

[t would ill become me to enter at all in- 
to the details of such a scheme as is implied 
in this suggestion ; | have merely taken the 
liberty of throwing out the idea of that 
which will require much judicious discus- 
sion to mature; and | hav~ done so, in the 
hope that some of those whom I am happy 
to know feel with me on this subject, may 
be induced to favour the public with their 
sentiments. Lest, however, the expense 
should appear appalling, I should suggest 
that the erection of any buildings appropri- 
ated to this object, whether in connexion 
with, or independent of the proposed Uni- 
versity, should not be larger than is abso- 
lutely necessary for the residence of the 
Professors, &c. and that the students (as in 
the Scotch Colleges) should merely take 
the lectures and boaid with their own 
friends. 

It is scarcely necessary to remark, that as 
the projected University will not supersede 
the Dissenting Academies, so neither is it 
intended or wished that the Missionary Col- 
lege in question should interfere with any 
similar Institution now existing, connected 
with any Missionary Society. 

In any other day than that in which it is 
our happiness to live,—a day in which Dr. 
Carey’s motto, ‘* Attempt great things, and 
expect great things,”’ seems to be so gene- 
rally acted upon, and such a noble spirit of 
religious enterprise excited, I should fear 
the foregoing hints would be pronounced 
visionary ; as it is, | have no apprehension 
on this ground, and shall only add, that 
should a plan similar to the above be carri- 
ed into effect, I shall be happy to subscribe 
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£100 to be devoted to the object purely 
Missionary. N. E. S.
